While the Tran -vaal autliorities are discussing 
whether or no Asia‘ic labour is to be permi:ted 
into the Rand mines and while the whole of the 
British Empire is looking on with interést to 
see what the outcome is to be, the mine-owners 
themselves ha o taken time by the forelock and 
have alrealy act about a mission of enquiry as 
1o the suitability or otherwise of the Chinese for 
tue working and development «f the immense 
gold-fiel s of South Africa. ‘Tuo Transvaal 
Government have not yet mad: the admission of 
Asiatic workmen possib's. They mayortlr y may 
not. Sbouid the avail ble Kaffic labour prove 
suffi ient to meet requirements there will pro- 
bably be no call for the introduction . of 
Orieutals. Bat merely in. case more labour is 
wanted than can be got locally, the mine- 
owurrs have taken teutetive steps with a vizw 
{o ascertain if the importation of Cuineso . 
labour wou'd suit their purposes aad to cover 
the contingency should it arise. : 

There is at present staying in Hong- 
keng Mr. H. Ro-s Skinner, who has charge | 
of several mines in South Afriey and at 
present of the Wilwatersrand Native 
Labour As ociatiou, associated wiih the 
Transvaal Chamber of Mines, vho: bas been 
«uthorised to undertake this mission of enquiry 
iu California aud Chioa, Mr. Skion-r has just 
come from Califurnia, where he has m.de 
a study of the conditions under which the 
Chinese are engaged iu mining there. In 
California us elsewhere, the Chinese give 
every satisfaction as workmen Now Mr. 
Skinner has come to .China to pursue n‘s 
orqniries us to the possib’e procurement of 
yellow labour. After completiog his mission 
by visiling the coast ports he will return to the 
Transvaal to report to his principals. 

It may be said, broadly speakiig, that 
nowhe » has Chinese labour been introduc:d 
into a conatry withont hostility oa the part of 
its iuhabi ants, ‘I'he attitude of ho tiiity -s 
not hard to understand, Jolin Chinaman, the 
miner, was able to compete with the people 
of avy nation as a workmen; and his 
capability of living literally on ‘a few 
handfuls of rico a day mide his labour sp cheap 
as to leive his wuite cunipetitor -hopelessly 
behind in the race. In Anstralia ant iu 
America he is now surrounded by restrictive 
laws, and there is little likelihood that a y 
other country will allow the Yellow Rac» to entar 


‘ iuto unrestricted oomp-tit onwith its own people 


where labouris plentiful. But thatis just where 
the case of the Transvaal fits in, ‘here they 
have not a plentiful supply of unskilled labour. 
The supply is totally inadequate at present. 
In the review prepared for Mr. Chamb+ jain nn L 
Lord Milner by ths Witwatersrand Chamber 
of Mines it was stated that “The great p oblem 
is the obtainmont of an abundimt cblourott 
labour supply. Jn the solution of this problem 
the Chamber asks for support and engourge- 
ment from the Government, feeling thaf on its. 
proper solution depends not ouly the dividends 
of ;the mines, but the welfare oc the whole 
country.”

cxpericnces of the particular journey by traiu 
of May 26th from Dulny. Conditions havo 
hitherfo chinged every few weeks, ond will 
doubtless continue to do so for some time. 
The first advice we would teuder to travellers is 
therefore to mistrust everything yeu are told, 
especially hy tho various agents. ‘L'o illustrate 
this I may mention tb it the existeuce of a new 
servica of trains, inaugurated on 17th April, 
was uuknown to various “agencies ia Peking 
end ‘Lientsin on 16th May. The experiences 
of re¢@iit travellers ave more useful, but here 
again (Le conditions may so change in a couple 
of mouths, that these also my be very mislead- 
ing. ‘his is what happened when I started. 
On arrival at Daluy I placed my baggage in 
the train and got the guard to lock the com- 
partm not.

During the first of the plague epidemic here, 
in 1894, I had the question frequently put to 
me by Chinese friends, ‘‘ Mr. Smith, why do not 
Europeans . et attacked by plague 2” 'I'o which 
ny reply invariably was, Becanse they use salt 
when vating their meals! This was a conclu- 
sion arrived at by me, as the large proportion 
ef chlori @ contain.d in salt acted internally as 
a disinfectant. 

Your paragraph above uamed, which says, 
“Capt. Rost, a young medical officer in 
India, has found that a cer‘aiu becteria attend- 
ing a malignant disease develops only when 
the uataral chlorine of the body falls below 
normal,” seems to go fae {o confirm the conclu- 
sion I arrived at in 1844, slthough, strange to 
say, it is the first statement 1 have seen in print 
on the stbject. 

I uow think it is worthy of much eonsidera- 
tion aul study, in the dircction of proving 
whether there is anything in my “salt” theory, 
about plague. It is notorious that, iu the Jast, 
native food tastes mawkish and iusipid for want 
of salt seasoning. as auy one who has been bold 
enough to partake of a Chinese feast can 
testify. — Yours, o'c.,
